Directkma For Growing Wheal. 

As many of our farmers Wn- 
template aowins wheat thii fall 
owing to the hiph prices for thi* 
prnin, Rnd owiml' tn the further 
fact that nioncv has heen assured 
to huy a fhrc<li. r to L'et if thresh- 
ed. We give below the Oovern- 
mentt ftdfioe as to irrowing and 
etc. 

The varieties of wheat pener- 
ally i:rown in Konfucky are the 
he8t for this itate. Theae are 
Pulta, a smooth white chaff vari- 
ety ; CurrelPs Prolific, haying a 
smooth head with red chaff, Fnl 
I'i.etcr, a licardod variety, and 
Mediterranean or Four-rowed 
Fultz. 

If necessary to bay teed one of 

these varieties phonid be chosen, 
and if pfi-siKle tlieeeed plinuld 
lie hoiiL'Iit in the immediate lo- 
I'ality. Home urown seed is just 
as good as Mortherq^aeed if reas- 
onably clean and pare. No farm- 
er ran afford to huy ennuirl) hiyh 
pricrd seed from a distani'e to 
idanf his entire crop, and pay 
freight charges in addition, just 
to have abaolotely pare leed. A 
moderate admixture of our vari- 
etie'B will not decrease the yield. 
Tlif iiii portaiit tliiiiu: is to liavo 
<( I'A tree from rye, cheat, and 
(-.;>( ' iHlly cockle and onions. 

Seed wheat should be cleaned 
in orderto remove Heht shrnnken 
iriaiiis, dirt and ot! (>r i Miiiiintie«. 
There i.« no'Nidvantage in screen- 
in i! out small graina if they are 
plump. 

Wheat grows best in n firm 
<Oi't] hod. ruder no circumstan- 
ces should tlie land he plowed 
when wlieat follows corn, tohac- 
co, (ow peas, soy beans or any 
cultivated crop. 1 he beat pre- 
paration is a lightdiaking to cov- 
er trash and loosen up enough 
soil to cfiver the sc(m1. After disk- 
ing, a plank dru^ slu uld I e used 
to level the land. If-it is neces- 
sary to disk deeply to cover trash, 
as is<^ometimes true of corn land, 
a roller should be used to com- 
pact I he seed hed. 

When land is iilowed, the plow- 
ing should be done as early as the 
removal of the proeedinp crop 
permits, in ordei^ that the s( t I 
hed may be gotten firm. 1 he lat 
er the plowing is done, the preat 
er the necefsity tor thorough 
working, especially rolling: Witii- 
out any exception it pays to pre 
pare a seed hed some time be- 
fore siiwiii;: the seed if it can 
possibly be done. 

Experiments have shown that 
October 1st lo 10th is the safest 
time to plant wheat in Kentucky, 
everylhiii^i i-oiisnlcii'd . In vuu 
therii ptirts of the state It is si»ter 
towuit until October lot h to*J(Mh 
when there aeems much dau^cer 
of Heasiau Ay attacks. Late aeed- 
ing is the only poafibla way of 
controlling this pest. 

It pays to t^ow live to six pecks 
of seed per acre in Kentucky. 
The station has proved this by 
repeated experiments. Except 
under the most frvorable condi- 
tions, as when wheat is sown ra- 
ther early on rich tohacco land 
or no fallow land, 6 pecks per 
fcrt |»ay4 better than five. tie.
